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KENTUCKY SOLDIERS GO 

SEPTEMBER 13 TO 19 

Washington, March 1.— The 
War Department today 
nouuced that it has been defi- 
nitely decided to hold joint ma. 
neovers at Ft. Benjamin Harri 
son this year. The maneuvers 
will be conducted on a larger 
scale than ever and with ever] 
prospect of succesf- 

It was announced that the en. 
tire montb of September will be 
given over to these maneuvers 
and that the national guards of 
Indiana, Kentucky, West Vir- 
ginia, Illinois, Ohio and Mich- 
igan will participate. 

When the regulars and militia 
get mto action the scene will re- 
semble actual war, as enough 
troops will be sent to make the 
affair decidedly realistic. 

The announcement states that 
the organizations of United 
States regulars that will be sta- 
tioned at Ft. Benjamin Harrison 
during the month of September 
for participation in these ma- 
neuvers are as follows: 

Three troops of the Fifteeuth 
cavalry from Ft- Sheridan, one 
batterv of the Fifth Field Artil- 
lery from Ft. Sheridan, ten 
companies of the Tenth infan- 
try, now at Ft. Benjamin Harri- 
son ; two companies of engineers, 
Company A, of tbe signal corps, 
and one- half of Company O, of 
the hospital corps.

Various States participating 
will be represented as follow*: 

Indiana— From September 0 to 
September 15; division head- 
quarters, three regimeuts of in- 
fantry, hospital corps and signal 
corps. 

Kentucky September 12 to 
September 19; three regiments 
of infantry with band and oue 
field hospital. 

West Virginia— September 12 
to September 21 ; t wo regiments 
of infantry and hospital corpb 
detachment. 

Illinois— Date not fixed ; two 
regiments of infantry. 

Ohio — First Brigade from Sep- 
tember 1 to September 8, and 
Second Brigude from September 
8 or September 9 to September 
18 or September 19; eight regi 
ments and one battalion of iu- 
fantry, two troops of cavalry, 
two companies of signal corps, 
two ambulance compauy sec 
tions, two field hospital com- 
panies and a c irps o. engineers, 
consisting of one battalion of 
four companies. 

Michigan has not vet reported 
what troops will be seut from 
that State to participate in the 
maneuvers- 
It has uot been decided who 
will be m command of the 
Indianapolis camp duriug the 
maneuvers. It was thought 
some time ago that Gen. Fred- 
erick Dent Grant would be the 
commander, but that arrange- 
ment has been changed and an- 
other officer will be sent to take 
charge.

PROPOSED INDIAN MONUMENT TO BE 

ERECTED IN NEW YORK HARBOR 



Hopkinsville, K v.. March 1.— 
Forty years ago John T. Court- 
ney, theu a voung man and a fa 
vorite in the community, disap- 
peared from Hopkinsville. He 
had considerable property and 
was a member of a prominent 
Christian county family. Noth- 
ng was heard of him until yes 
terday when a letter from J. C, 
Yarha rough, oi feggs, Ok la., to 
Postmaster Breathitt aunounced 
the death of Courtney on Jan- 
uary 80, 1910. The writer said 
ho found the following, letter in 
the dead man's grip: 

"On the Road, Oklahoma, 
Oct. 26, 1909— Realizing there 
is no longer hope for my recov- 
ery, I thought it might be well 
for me to write a statement in 
case my body should be found by 
the roadside. I know I am 
growing weaker and weaker, and 
am liable to pass at any time. 

My name is John Turner 
Courtney, and I was born in 
Hopkinsville, Christian county, 
Ky., iu the year 1843, November 
18. I am single, never having 
arried. 

"If m , body should be found 
by the roadside, bury me as 1 am ; 
uo hair cutting or shaving. Bury 
me iu the clothing that I wear 
every day and place my body in 
a cheap box. I have beeu in- 
dustrious and economical in life, 
and desire it practiced to the 
end. Sickness has kept me 
down. I have never dissipated 
uor gambled. Resuectfully, 

"J. T. COOBTHBY." 
Courtney leaves a brother and 
sister and many relatives in 
good circumstances here. No 
one has ever known why he left 

home. , 

STRANGE MAN KILLED 

AT N0RT0NVILLE 



A bill introduced in both 
Houses of Congress providing for 
a colossal statue of the North 
American ludian to be placed in 
New York Harbor will be re- 
ported in the House on March 1. 
This measure was introduced by 
Representative Joseph A. 
Goulden and Senator Ohaoocey 
M. Depew, of New York, and 
provides that there shall be 
erected without expense to the 
United States Government, by 
Rodman Wanamaker, of New 
York City, and others, ota a 
United States reservation in the 
Harbor of New York, a meino- 
rial to the memory of the North 
American Indian. It is further 
provided that a Commission con- 
sisting of the Chairman of the 
Committee on Library, of . the 
Senate, the Chairman ot the 
Committee on Library, of the 
House, and the Secretaries of 
State, War, Navy, and Interior, 
the Attorney General and Robt. 
C. Ogden, of New York, shall be 
created with full authority io 
select the site in the Harbor of 
New York aud a suitable dwigri, 
and to contract for and superin- 
tend tbe construction cf the 
memorial. 
This bill is the result of a 
iggestion made by Mr. Roiman 
r anamaker, at a celebrated 
dinner giveu last May at Sher- 
ry's, New York, in honor of Col, 
Cody, the famous Indian scoot. 
The idea of erecting a statu* dt 
an Indian, with arms outstretch- 
ed in welcome at the gateway of 
the New World met with sucii 
instant enthusiasm, that there if 
little doubt but that the meas 
ure will meet with unanimous 
support. 

While the ways and means of 
providing money to finance the 
enterprise have not yet beeu de- 
cided upon, it is expected that 
the statue will be a national

Springfield, Mass., Mir. 1.— A 
southbound Boston & Maine 
railroad locomotive was frozen 
to the track? this morning .t 
Brattleboro, Vt., 60 miles north 
of this city, causing a delay of 

i hour. 

The mercury stood at 22 below 
zero when the engine was Lack- 
ed to the penstock for water. 
By tbe time the tender was filled 
the valve in the penstock had be 
come frozen, so that the combin- 
ed efforts of the engineer and 
nan were of no avail to shut 
off the flow of water. 

When Mie water was turned 
off the wheels of the engine wt-re 
frozen to the rails so iff.-cfivelv 
that it could not be moved b\ 
its owu power. As a last resort 
o locomotives tu the shape of 
'double header" were bump- 
ed into the imprisoned engine, 
Inch was finally freed.

His first impulse was 
lent the statue to the 
country, but the consensus of 
jinion is that each should be al 
wed to contribute one pennv 
in meunorv of a race Mat is fast

ire New"' Yoik delegation both 
in the House and in the Senati 
and is receiving the support of 
the President, the Vice Presi. 
dent, and many prominent men 
in political and financial circles. 
Very valuable aid is being given 
to secure the passage of the bill 
by Senators Owen, ot Oklahoma, 
and Curti.--, of Kansas, and b, 
Representative Carter, of Okla 
homa, all of whom trace tnei 
ancestry back to the noble Red 
Man of the Forest.

|N iho v. ry Rinall space allotted to me I find that it will be neo- 
1 eesarv to treat the subject as I understood was the desire — by 
| using the term "technical education" in its very broadest 
| sense. 

The fact that the great engineers of this country have 
been trained in our technical colleges naturally leads one to 
the concision that the work of such institutions is well done 
in preparing men for the highest managerial and supervisory 
positions. There is, however, in our great industrial establish- 
ments a demand for men capable of filling the intermediate 
positions, who arc expected to remain in these positions for a term of 
jreara, in order that the organization of the establishments may be perma- 
nently effective. 

This country, up to the present time, has few schools which ade- 
quately provide a training for these lieutenants in our industrial army. It 
waa the hope of the founders of the manual training high schools (now 
being conducted under the name of technical high schools or mechanic 
•rta high schools) that these institutions would provide this intermediate 
twining. These schools, however, have drifted away from the field which 
*hey were expected to occupy by their founders. The major course and 
the course which has determined the motive of these schools has, in nearly 
«f*rjr instance, been planned as a preparatory course for the higher tech- 
akal institutions, thus forcing the institutions to devote their time mainly 
it laying the foundations for those who expect later to get an engineering 
training in the technical college. 

In conclusion, I would say that the boy who must leave school at an 
twly age should be trained in school to understand perfectly some one 
thing, namely, be a 100 per cent, boy in that thing, and have only a gen- 
eral knowledge of several other subjects, rather than to give him only a 
general knowledge of a larger number of subjects. A boy so trained in a 
technical school will hare a standard

THE POULTRY YARD. 



Do you keep your chickens, or do 
they keep you? 

Good warm wheat makes a nice 
breakfast for the biddies. 

Ckim-mllk Is thin looking staff, 
tmt it may be put to good use in the 
poultry yard. 

Chickens that lay around almost 
anywhere sometimes are merely 
emulating their betters. 

The man who keeps hens is not so 
snueh of a philosopher as the man 
who has the hens keep him. 

In poultry raising the breed is im- 
portant, but the man or woman be- 
hind the breed la more so. 

A little more clean litter on the 
Boors: Keep the fowls hard at 
work. It is the price of htalth. 

For hatching purposes take the 
eggs from the hens that lay best. 
Build up; never let the standard 
4lown. 

A shelf, a couple of feet below the 
roosts, is handy to catch the drop- 
pings, and bandy to clean. And 
don't forget to clean it. 

Excelsior always seemed to me 
rather cold staff to make nests of. 
Good fine, clean oat straw is about 
the best of anything that we ever 
tried. 

The eggs of hens that did heavy 
toying during the winter are not so 
apt to be as strongly fertilized, as 
eggs from hens that made bat a fair 
•bowing. 

As a rule, eggs from two-year -old 
bans give better satisfaction at this 
time of the year than when from 
younger stock, and the chicks are 
■tore Tigorous. 

The last egg laid before a hen 
goes to sluing will often be so small 
Chat it will have no yolk at all. 
Tbere is an old notion that it is bad 
lock lo bring these small eggs in 
Che house. 

One of mv neighbors says there's 
no money in poultry, and that the 
easiest way to get eggs to buy them. 
He says that he koeps chickens to 
•at the bugs in his orchard; pays 
'em a cent a bug., 

A nest that suits the turkey hen 
firm- rate may be made by turning » 
••!> barrel on the side. Put straw 
in the hollow, and a neat egg, and 
•over the barrel over with brush, if 
yon have it handy. 

Is there a place under some old 
hnllding where you can spade up 
the earth and give it to tbe hens to 
work at? They will dig awav hard 
to find the worms that nicy be in it. 
Mothing will do them more good. 

When a ben lays now an then, 
•ad not soon again, and vou can't 
decide whether she hain't better 
•juit altogether. I'll tell you what to 
do: Why. just ax hor to, and neith- 
er in box nor in keg will she ever lay 
another egg. 

Especially in early hatches, caie 
should be taken not to set a hen un 
til Hhe is thoroughly broody. It 
done not take much experience to 
know when a hen is really broody. 
IJh. will be very fussy wheu ap- 
proached, and hug close to the nest 
■/hen rhe hainl ix placed under her. 

Maich settings should not contain 
Cam* than eleven eggs, for when a 
larger number is given the I en can 
•ot sufficiently cover them hi imparl 
tti> necessary warmth. Whm too 
tn • exgs ate placed In the nest, 
tin.- ■ on tne outer edge are not apt 
a» net the amount ot hear nqulreo 
to develop the. germ and bring forth 

tt.e Diiiek. 

An> system of feeding Ik expen- 
sive ii me hens do not lay, unit the 
greatei the number of non producer* 
tt»e «reafer the coHt of every egg 
produced. Improper feeding or 
ever eedniK may be the cause of a 
Bock yielding only half or what it 
etiotild. It will be found that the 
parest course of feeding is to follow 
a» nearly as possible along the line 
•f nature, and this means variety In 
•nob a wav as to compel exercise.— 
from March Farm Journal. 



PHILflDELPHlfl IS PEACEFUL 

LA8T DETACHMENT OF STATE PO- 
LICE IS WITHDRAWN. 



Interest Centers in Efforts to Arbitrate 
but Board Announces No Pro- 
posals Will Be 



Philadelphia. Pa., Mar. 2.— With the 
withdrawal of the last detachment of 
state police and the discharge from 
further strike service of the state 
fencibles, this city gave up the only 
evidence of anything resembling 
martial law, which has existed here 
since the car men s strike began, 
eleven days ago. 

To fill the place of the state police 
and troopers, a special cavalry force 
was organized by the city authorities. 

Interest centered In efforts to Induce 
the Philadelphia Kapid Transit com- 
pany to listen to proposals for arbitra- 
tion. After a special meeting of the 
board of directors the company again 
announced there would be no arbitra 
tion. C. O. Pratt, the leader of the 
striking trolley men, however, says 
he still hopeB for a satisfactory settle- 
ment of the strike before the sympath 
etlc order becomes effective Saturday. 

Director Clay of the department of 
public safety said he would be fully 
prepared to protect the city In the 
event of a general strike. 



$15,000,000 IS LIMIT 

FOR 2 BATTLESHIPS 

House Naval Affairs Committee 
Leaves the Size of 1911 Dread- 
Up to 



Washington. Mar. 2.— The secretary 
of the navy will decide upon the *ize 
of the two battleships to be built next 
year. The house naval affairs com 
mittee decided to allow Secretary 
Meyer to make the battleships 26.000. 
28,000 or 30.(100 tons, as be deemed 
best, merely limiting him to an ex- 
penditure of no more than $6,000,000 
each exclusive of armor, guns and 
gurnishings. 

The secretarys' recommendation for 
one repair ship and two colliers was 
approved by Hie committee and he was 
granted four submarines instead of 
the five he recommended. 



HOG PRICES UP TO $10.15 

Chicago Market Advances to Best 
Price Fald Since 1870— Dealers 
Expect $11 to Be Reached. 

Indianapolis, Ind.. Mar. 2. — The hog 
market reached the highest point in 
the history of Indianapolis when best 
hogs were quoted at $10.15. Dealers 
expect the $11 mark to be reached 
before prices fall. 

Chicago, Mar. 2 — All open market 
prices for hogs were passed at tbe 
Union stock yuirts when bogs sold tor 
$10.05 per hundred pounds. 

Only once in the history of the pork 
.narket of Chlcu^o has a higher price 
been quoted, and this was at a sale 
in 1870, when special hogs for ex- 
hibition purposes brought $13.25. 



TRAINS CRASH IN TUNNEL 

Sixteen Persons Injured, Six Seriously, 
In Head On Collision Under 
Hudson River. 

New York, Mar. 2 — Sixteen men and 
women were injured, six of them so 
adly that they had to be taken to 
ospitals, in a head-on collision, in the 
IcAdoo Hudson river tunnel, at 
Twenty-third etreel and Sixth avenue. 

The trains were saved from tele 
scoping by a device put . in use re- 
cently, but the steel cars were bent 
.nd thrown from ihe tracks, windows 
vere shattered and the passengers 
were hurled against each other and 
onto tbe floor.
